district court judge Joseph P. 
Kinneary to allow the City of 
Columbus to proceed with its 
promotional tests. 

The city, of course, is a winner: 
it will be able to give the test that 
it had paid an industrial psychol-_ 
ogist $122,500 to prepare. 

The.two unions who sought to 
block the tests, the police and 
fire fighters locals, have won 
because Kinneary allowed the 
issue about which they were 
most concerned--the awarding 
of seniority points--to be heard 
at a later date.

As former federal district court 
judge Robert M. Duncan found, 
the city had consistently and 
agcressively discriminated 
against Blacks in the police and 
fire departments. The beneficiar- 
ies of that discrimination were 
white male officers who were 
allowed to join the forces, while 
Blacks were kept out. The white 
Union officials want to keep their 
ill-gotten advantages, and they 
couldn't care less about the 
rights of those Black members 
who pay dues into their 
organizations. 

The Black Police Officers for 
Equal Rights, however, had also 
sought to block the exams, but 
for a different reason: they were 
uncertain whether the exams 
were non-discriminatory and 
job-related. Given to fact that 
minorities are generally not good’ 
test-takers, the courts have con- 
sistently ruled that tests have to 
be predictive of success on the 
job in order to be considered 
valid. The BPOER had not had 
the chance to review all the doc- 
uments surrounding this test to 
-ensure that it was valid. 

Kinneary gave the city what it 
wanted--an opportunity to test. 
But by leaving open the question 
of seniority, he has left a back 
door for the unions to undermine 
any possible gains made by the 
city’s Black officers. This is pat- 
ently unfair to the city’s Black 
officers. - 

This nation has ysed things 
like tests and senibrity to keep 
Black people out-of positions-of 
power. Indeed, lest anyone 
forget what happened when 
former Chief Earl Burden retired, 
the city [decided NOT to hire 
based on the chief's test-- 
apparently because Black Dep- 
uty Chief James Jackson (who 
also participated in the BPOER 
suit) was known as an excep- 
tional test-taker, and thus might 
be the highest-ranked person on 
the test.

Black wards found that Black 
voters gave 75 percent of their 
votes to the school levy. When 
one considers that the levy 
passed by a margin of 55-45, we 
can see that.

Therefore, it is incumbent 
upcn the school system to 
ensure that the critical and uni- 
que needs of Black children and 
parents are being met. Issues 
such as school discipline must 
be effectively addressed. Parents 
must be aggressively encour- 
aged to become involved in the 
city schools. 

But the responsibility lies not 
bent upon Black parents to make 
sure they know how their tax dol- 
lars are being spent. Only that’ 
parent can decide whether he or 
she believes that the resources of 
the city schools are properly 
going to educate that child. 

Passing the levy, while diffi- 
cult, was not the end. The hard 
part comes--for both the system 
and the parents--in ensuring that 
those added dollars result in mul- 
tiplied opportunity for Black 
children.

Won't ease pain 


The renewal of the unnecessary evil 
and provocative American maneuvers 
off the shores of Libya and the recent 
executive order for sanctions against 
Libya to fight terrorism, are based on an 
unreasonable and probably illegal exer- 
cise of constitutional authority. 


The executive order states that Libya 
constitutes an unusual and extraordi- 
nary threat to the national security of the 
United States. If that desert nation, 7,000 
miles away, which cannot even proouce 
sufficient food for its 2 million popula- 
tion, is an- extraordinary threat to the 
national security of these gigantic Uni- 
ted States or America, then evidently the 
United States of America is established 
on a foundation of clay. Otherwise, we 
must assume that the executive order is: 
based on an extraordinary degree of 


exaggeration.

As a matter of fact, the economic 


sanctions will hardly affect Libya eco- ~ 


nomically. Instead of weakening Khad- 
afy, his political popoularity has 
increaed from Dakarta to Casablanca, 
amongs 1 billion people. Western Euro- 
pean allies are reluctant to pin the Amer- 
ican move. And, instead of Khadafy 
becoming isolated, the United States is 
being isolated from the international 
community. 


Above all, the executive order's goal of 
stopping terrorism will not succeed. We 
can predict with assurance that even if 
the United States uses military force and 
kills Khadafy and some 10,000 Libyans, 


Palestinian (‘The young Palestinians 
commit violence --- because humanity 
has treated them with inhumanity.’) and 
other Arab terrorism won't be stopped. 
Terrorism has its roots, and Khadafy is 
more of a bystander who applauds hero- 
ism than support it. Above all, he is not 
the cause of terrorism. 


American should examine the cause 
of terrorism, not its symptoms. We have 
condemned terrorism many a time- 
which is so easy to do and so useless. 
The administration, the news media and 
the Americans at large do not wish to 
examine the root of the Palestinian and 
Arab terrorism. Why? Because that is 
too painful. But, if we want to stop terror- 
ism there is no alternative to examining 
its cause. 


The cause of Arab and Palestinian ter- 
rorism is to be found in Zionish Jewish 
terrorism. The creation of Israel in the 
land of Palestinians is the greatest act of 
terrorism committed in modern history,, 
next to the Holocaust. The denial of the 
human rights of the people of Palestine 
to return to their homeland, while that 
land is open for the settlement of Jews 
from Brooklyn, New York, or Warsaw, 
Poland is hundreds of times more pain- 
ful than the denial of the. right of Soviet 
Jews to leave Russia. 


Indeed, the young Palestinians com- 
mit violence against hymanity because 
inhumanity has treated them with inhu- 
manity. As the late historian Arnold 
Toynbee put it in an analysis of Palesti- 
nian freedom fighters’ terrorism on the 
innocent: “Samson shakes the pillars.” 
They have seen hundreds of 11 year old 
girls killed in a “civilized” way by Ameri- 
can bombs dropped over their camps'in

The apparent paradox in this strange and straining battle of giants and 
gnats is that we achieve so little when we “win” but face so many 
nightmares if we ever appear to lose. Therefore, we must send the Sixth 
Fleet to attack a flea. 

When a lion tackles a flea, he or she “must” win or face humiliation 
among lions and fleas. But, when the flea loses, there is a strange 
jubilation and admiration given the flea for having the bold new courage 
to confront the lion, alone, ill-equipped and unafraid. This is our foreign 
policy dilemma. It is a flawed policy, yet so popular that it silences all 
critical thinking and responsible evaluation, especially domestic politi- 
cal critics, and this is perhaps our greatest danger. 

The tragedy of Khadafy is that he puts in motion a set of dangerous 
and false assumptions among friend and foe alike. Khadafy sets up a 
false motion in America that if we can eliminate, (“wipe out") this “Libyan 
Mad Dog" we can then “lie down in green pastures beside still waters." 
First of all to label a human being a “Mad Dog" is to plant ademon inthe 
psyche of men and women, but especially in children. This demon will 
remain when the battle is over. We must be careful what we do and say in 
order to win because winning can be losing. 

Khadafy also sets up the false notion among his followers and suppor- 
ters that any act of violence committed against Israel, the United States 
and their allies is a blow for liberation and therefore victorious. This logic 
is insane but emotionally forceful. 


The Sixth Fleet was built to confront powers like Russia, but we 
decided that it is better to sell them grain, computers and colas. Since we 
can not use the Sixth Fleet to attack giants we are using it to confrunt 


better jobs. They are getting in the mainstream, more so, than ever in my 
life time. | think the future is very bright for them.” 

The question that immediately comes to mind us, “What perceptions 
do white conservatives have of Black Americans?" 

“| think the conservative people in America see Blacks as having 
opportunities,” said Dolton. “If they are willing to work hard and be 
educated, ...today, they have the same kind.of opportunities that whites 
have.” 

An inordinate number of Blacks drop out of mainstream colleges and 
universities yearly; however, Dolton highlighted the importance of a 
mainstream calibre education in the acid test for peer acceptance. 

"He needs to get educated. But today, we got the same opportunities 
for Blacks as we got for whites in the-public school. And with scholar- 
ships, they are getting educated. The old prejudices that you had- 

30,40,50 years ago-are disappearing.” 

Dolton argued strongly that if Blacks are given the same opportunity 
as whites they will perform just as well. 

“| think that Blacks who have the same opportunity level as whites are 
going to do as well as whites,” proclaims Dolton. “The problem is in the 
nast Blacks have not had that same opportunity as whites. But given the 
same kind of opportunities, | think you are seeing the same kind of 
progress..." 

Dolton’s comments did not fit the stereotypic model that many Blacks 


gnats and give the impression in our rhetoric that we have launched and 
won a second D-Day over the Gulf of Sidra. 


With this kind of mutual contempt we could be in for a long seige of 
violence and retribution. In the cycle of violence nobody is willing to take 
the last blow. In the process of non-violence the question is not who will 
take the last blow, but who will give the blessing of civilized dialogue and 
humane reconciliation. The answer is, each of us can, if we will. 


To outshoot Khadafy with our unparalleled technology, under the 
cover of night is like running the quarter mile relay against a team of 
quadraplegics and congratulating ourselves on our speed and timing. 


This policy is so popular (80 percent approval) that it looks successful, 
and therefore has no serious critical analysis and public debate at home, 


and this again is perhaps its greatest danger.

Giving kid

Eugene Lang is getting a lot of 
national attention. 

_ Afew years ago Mr. Lang, aNew 
York businessman, was asked to 
give the graduation address at his 
old elementary school, P.S. 121. 
He planned to talk about working 
hard and going on to high school, 
college, and finally the world of 
business. 

But Mr. Lang realized that fifty 
percent of the Harlem school's 
graduates don't complete high 
school and few go on to college. 
So he tore up his speech and 
offered the youngsters.a proposi- 
tion they could not refuse. 

He said if they worked hard, stu- 
died, and did well in high school, 
he would personally make sure 
they could go to college. 

Of the original 61 children, 52 
are still in the City. All are still in 
school and doing well enough to 
qualify for college entrance. While 
half of their peers drop out or get 
caught in the destructive web of 
street crime and drugs, these kids 
are on track. 

This is an extraordinary story-- 
one man with a checkbook and the 
will to use it is making a profound 
positive effect on the lives of child- 
ren who would otherwise be 
expected to join the ranks of rest- 
less, poorly-educated, unem- 
ployed urban youth. 


It is important to draw the right 
* *€onclusions from this wonderful 
story, especially since some may 
think that all we need are a few 
hundred Eugene Langs to assure 
that disadvantaged kids get a 
break. But that’s not enough. 

It is good that Mr. Lang's exam- 
ple is Spurring companies to adopt 
scHools and accept their respon- 
sibility to help public education. 

But they should know that it is 
not enough just to promise 
youngsters that they'll get a break. 
Mr. Lang realized that too.

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He hired a youth worker to stay 
in touch with the children and their 
families and provide day-by-day 
assistance to help them stay on 
track. That tells-us supportive ser- 
vices are a necessary adjunct to 
financial aid. 

So js the parental factor. One 
youngster in the Lang program 
says his mother told him he'd “bet- 
ter not blow this opportunity," and 
others report their parents are 
always after them about doing 
their homework. 

Another major lesson is that Mr. 
Lang told the children they had to 
earn his tuition payments~by 
studying and by gaining admis- 
“sion through their own efforts. 

In effect, they were told thereisa 
pot of gold at the end of the rain- 
bow, but it was there only for those 
who worked for it. 

The lesson here is that hard 
work has ‘a payoff. When we tell 
ghetto kids to study or work hard 
we are often met with disbelief 
because their daily experience 
teaches them that whatever you 
do, your horizons will be limited. 

But the lucky 52 from PS 121 
were given what middle class kids 
have--the security of having the 
opportunity to go on to college. 
With their expectations changed, 
so were their motivations and 
finally, their performance. 

This suggests that a nationwide 
program that makes college 
admission available to qualified, 
economically disadvantaged stu- 
dent$ could spark a massive 
improvement in students’ educa- 
tional performance, especially if 
accompanied by social services 
and personal attention to keep the 
youngsters motivated and out of 
trouble. 

By drawing the right conclu- 
sions from this remarkable story, 
we can make going to college as 
normal for disadvantaged kids as it 
is for affluent ones.

Eddie's common-law wife, 
Madeline Wilson, 35, said: “I 
ran out the back door after the 
man (Erby) started firing shots. 
| feel terrible now, and | am 
depressed. The woman didn't 
get raped in the house. | think it 
was all a set up.” 

Eddie and Madeline had 
been living together for two 
years. 

Eddie's aunt, Mrs. Margaret 
Willis said: ‘As a mother 
myself, and aunt of Eddie, we 
are outraged, angered and dis- 
appointed with the criminal 
justice system. | am outraged 
with Judge Ferrell for that low 
bond. It is highly unjust for a 
public defender to plead for the 
release of Erby. We want some 
questions answered: Where 
was Erby after the shootings? 
Why is Erby still walking the 
street while we are in grief? 
Vengeance is mine, said the 
Lord.” 

Responding, Judge Ferrell 
said: “I thought the bond was 
adequate to insure Erby’s 
appearance for trial.

Increase in excise taxes 
may hurt, Black mayors told 


Federal lawmakers are con- 
sidering new, higher federal 
excise taxes that ‘‘would 
trigger a dramatic increase in 
the price of many consumer 
products,” an Anheuser-Busch 
Companies, Inc., executive 
warned the National Confer- 
ence of Black Mayors (NCBM). 

Speaking at the NCBM's 
12th annual convention in 
Atlantic City, N.J., Michael J. 
LaMonica, senior vice presi- 
dent-industry affairs, said sev- 
eral proposals to raise the 
excise tax on beer and many 
other consumer products are 
being considered by the 
Senate Finance Committee 
and other congressional 
committees. 

One recent proposal under 
review by the Senate Finance 
Committee would raise excise 
taxes in the guise of ‘‘tax 


reform,” LaMonica said. That 
proposal would decrease indi- 
vidual and corporate tax rates. 
But to make up for those tax 
cuts, the proposal would elimi- 
nate the tax deduction which 
companies now claim on fed- 
eral excise taxes imposed on 
products they manufacture. 
By eliminating that deduc- 
tion, companies which produce 
beer, wine, liquor, gasoline, 
truck tires and a variety of 
other products would pay $62 
billion in additional federal 
taxes over the next five years. 
“If we have to pay billions of 
dollars each year to the 
government in taxes, then the 
prices we charge to the con- 
sumer will have to rise dramat- 
ically,’ LaMonica told the 
mayors. “The burden of the 
proposed tax reform would 


then be placed on the backs of 


those who.can least afford to 
pay the price. That is the false 
promise of tax reform under 
the proposal.” 

- Any increases in the excise 
tax rate, whether in the name of 
tax reform. or budget deficit 
reduction, would hurt consu- 
mers because they are notor- 
iously regressive in nature, 
LaMonica said. 

“Such proposals tax people 
not on the basis of what they 
can afford, but on what they 
consume. It penalizes people 
with lower incomes because 
they spend more of their 
incomes on these taxed items 
than do upper income groups,” 
he said. 

LaMonica asked the mayors 
and consumers for help in 
defeating these proposals by 


registering their objections to - 


federal legislators.

More than 750 (Seven 
Hundred Fifty) participants in 
the first of four minority busi- 
ness conferences, ‘Getting 
Down To Business ‘86, 
applauded Governor Richard F.
